Nomimation of JIndge Stanshury o8

Attlorney-General,

The President has nowinated to the Senate
Henry Stansbury, of Kentucky, to be Attorney-
General of the United States, in place of Mr.
Speed, resigned, The Benate, in sxecutive s
sion, referred the nomination to the Committee
on the Judiciary.

Henry Btansbury was born at Zanesville,
Ohio: gradoated at the Ohlo Universily, at
Athens, Ohio; was admitted to the bar in 1824,
srd commenced practice at Lancaster, Ohlo,
«0on nfler, und Is at present sbout seventy years
of age. He siudied law #even years befere
commencing to praciioe, snd took higher rank
among jurists at the outset than any lawyer of
the present gemeration.

He wus Attorney-General of Ohio under s
portion of the adminisirations of Gevermors
Bariley and Bebb, from about 1845 to 1848, and
resnmed his profession in Columbus, Ohio, until
1554, and then moved te Cincianatl, where he
has been ever since, though nominally residing
ju Covington, Ky. In politics he was first a
Whig, then & Republican, and finally & staunch
member of the Union party that elected Mr,
Lincoln and Johnson, te the platform of whioh
be still adheres., He s certainly one of the
most accomplished lawyers in the United States,

His scceptance was significd to-day, and his
copfirmation Is considered cerlain,
